2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-5 and 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant is advised that there doesn't appear to be sufficient structure set forth 
in claims 1 or 1 1 for a first portion with a magnet to effect the function where in the 
magnet is capable of removably securing the second portion to the first portion as 
claimed in claims 1 and also 1 1 thereby rendering the claims functional an incomplete. 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 11, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kliot in view of Aoki. 

Kliot teaches the prior art attachment for straps which includes a pair of fasteners 
on first and second ends which may comprise hook and loop material as implied in 
applicants claims 9 and 19 or snap fasteners. Although Kliot doesn't suggest the use of 
magnets, the substitution of magnetic snaps for conventional snap fasteners for ease of 
fastening is well known as taught by Aoki. Therefore to have substituted such magnetic 
snaps having magnets for the snap fasteners of Kliot would have been most obvious to 
one having ordinary skill on the art. 
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4. Claims 2, 4, 9, 10, 12, 14, 19 and 20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1 and 1 1 above, and further in 
view of either Bystrom et al or Franges. 

5. To have provided a recess in one portion of the attachment to receive the 
contacting portion to provide a smooth contact area would have been obvious in view of 
the teaching by either Bystrom et al at 32 of Franges at 1 50. 

6. Claims 3, 7, 8, 13, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1, 2, 6, 11, 12 and 16 above, and 
further in view of Morris. 

To have alternately embedded a magnet between layers to provide a smooth 
fastening surface would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Morris. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cirone show a strap which may alternately be secured with hook 
and loop material or magnets. Brown, Pearcy, Hydan, Casselman, Mikus, Norman and 
Beckwith show strap attachments. Erhard shows the use of magnets for handles. 
Sherman et al, Eldridge, Jr, Wang, Sutton and Tsui et al show straps with magnets.
